Millions Spent On Roads 
Canada Has Built 7,436 Miles In Last 
Tew Years 

Out of a total of 8,415 miles of road 
provided for under agreement author- 
ized by the Canada Highways Act of 
1919, 7,436 miles has been completed 
at the end of the fiscal year ending 
March 31, 1927. This is shown in the 
annual report of the Commissioner of 
Highways. 

This mileage was constructed under 
the provisions governing the Federal 
subsidy whereby the Dominion Gov- 
ernment undertook to furnish 40 per 
cent. of the cost, the province taking 
care of the remainder. 

The estimated subsidizable’ cost of 
the highways was $48,900,979.

‘stablishment In Meadow Sake 
District Has Been Approved 

OF interest to the settlers in the 
far north of the North Battleford 
federal constituency is the news that 
the federal department of agriculture 
has sanctioned the establishment of 
an experimental station at Meadow 
Lake. The farm will be selected, and 
will be put in operation during the 
coming summer. The telegraph line 
built this year, linking up the 55 mile 
stretch between Meadow Lake and 
Loon Lake is now in operation, and is 
already proving a boon to the people 
in this remote part of the province.

WHEN DAYLIGHT INCREASES 


Lengthening Process: Docs Not 
Begin Until Middle Of 
January 
W. G. Sibley writes as follows in 
the Journal of Commerce: When we 
remark that “the days are keginning 


to lengthen” we do not mean that any | 


time is added to the twenty-four 
hours which constitute a calendar day, 
but that the period between’ sunrise 
and sunset increases. lt is a popular 
belief that the lengthening begins ‘on 
December 21 or immediately after, 
and that the increase begins at both 
ends of the day; that is, that the 
sup rises eaflier and sets later. This 
{sg an error. The sun really begins to 
set later on December 14, but it does 
not begin to rise earlier until about 
the middle of January. For instance, 
in the northern states the sun rises at 
7:18 and sets at 4.38 on December 21; 
and on January 12, rises at 7:22 and 
sets at 4.55. The day (forenoon) 
shortens four minutes in that period, 
while the afternoons lengthen seven- 
teen minutes, a net increase between 
sunrise and sunsct of thirteen min- 
utes. Not until after January twelve 
does the “day” lengthen at both ends. 

In the six months after December 
21, sunrise speeds up from 7.18 to 
4:31, increasing the length of fore- 
noons two hours and forty-seven min- 
utes; while the afternoons lengthen 
from 4:38 to 7:32, a gain of two hours 
and fifty-four minutes. This daylight 
increases five hours and forty-one 
minutes in the northern states. 

Area Sown To Crops 

The total area sown in Canada to 
the principal ficld in 1927, was 54,672,- 
310 acres. Wheat occupied 22,460,154 
acres; oats, 13,239,963 acres; barley, 
3,505,713 acres, and the remaining 
15,468,480 to a varicty of other crops 
such as rye, flaxseed, corn, peas, pota- 
toes, alfalfa, mixed grains, etc.

Ship Live Cattle To Japan 


Forty Head Obtained In Alberta Were 
In Prime Condition 

Shipments of dressed beef in the 
half or quarter carcass have been ex- 
ported to Japan from Vancouver for 
several years past and consignments 
of pure-bred and dairy cattle have al- 
so been made. But what is believed to 
be the first shipment of live beef cat- 
tle was made from Vancouver recent- 
ly on the steamer Erviken by the Van- 
couver Livestock Exchange. The ship- 
ment consisted of 40 heifers, averag- 
ing 1200 Ibs. each, which were ob- 
tained in Alberta, it being found im- 
possible to get them in British Col- 
umbia, The animals, which will be 
slaughtered on arrival at Kobe, were 
in prime condition, but, never having 
had a rope on them since they were 
branded; the longshoremen had a 
lively time getting them on board and 
tied up in their stalls. 


Ensures Safety

This force has for its duty the mak- 
ing of observations in daily flights 
over vast expanses of water in order 
to note the tidal conditions, currents, 
prevailing winds, ice and all other ele- 
ments that enter into navigation.

western entrance.

The whole idea behind this is that 
the government should possess all in- 
formation as to how navigation can 
be lengthened, for although the Hud- 
son Straits have been navigated for 
three hundred years and at one time 
were the main highway to the Cana- 
dian West in the days ot the old fur-

Linked up with these investigations 
is the definite effort now being car- 
ried out to finish the Hudson’s Bay 
railway—a line which will when com- 
pleted, run from a point in Saskatch- 
ewan, near the Manitoba border, to 
Fort Churchill on Hudson's Bay. 

As originally planned the road was 
to end at Port Nelson, but an ex- 
haustive investigation into the merits 
of the two terminals resulted in Fort 
Churchill being decided on. It will 
lengthen the railway by nearly 100 
miles, but the report of engineers who 
made a study of the situation in- 
dicates that Churchill has many na- 
tural advantages not enjoyed by Nel- 
son and that, despite the 100 miles 
of railway building, the expenditure 
in the end will be smaller. 

| This line goes right into the heart 

of the Canadian West, bringing it only 
a few hundred miles from the sea 
coast, 

Exploration {s being pushed for- 
ward, At the beginning of this year a 
small expedition will start out from 
Ottawa to study the fauna of 15,000 
square miles of territory which the 
government in 1927 set aside as a 
game sanctuary. This region lies be- 
tween the Great Slave Lake and Ches- 
terficld Inlet, near the junction of 
Hanbury and Thelon Rivers.

Alberta and the Canadian Council of 


Agriculture loomed as a possible de- | 


velopment in the passing of a resolu- 
tion at a session of the United l’arm- 
ers of Alberta convention, following 
presentation and acceptance of a re- 
port on the year’s activities of the 
council, 

The resolution, which was intro- 
duced at the suggestion of H. W. 
Wood, president of the U.F.A., in- 
structs the executive of the organiza- 
tion to prepare a report containing 
recommendations as to the future re- 
lationship with the Canadian Council 
of Agriculture and to reveal its find- 
ings at the annual convention of the 
organization next year, 

This recommendation was sudmit- 
ted as a substitute for another reso- 
‘Jution which urged the immediate 
creation of a committee with powers 
to enter into negotiations with other 
provincial farmers’ organivations, in 
an effort to bring into being a new 
central body. 

Following brief discourses by a 
number of delegates in which the 
merits and shortcomings of the 
Council of Agriculture were — set 
forth, Mr. Wood was appexted to for 
advice. 

The president admitted that to 
counsel the organization on a ques- 
tion which involved the repudiation 
or the “tearing down" of another 
agency was a serious task, 

“Personally I don't think the Cana- 
dian Council of Agriculture has pro- 
duced the results most of us antici- 
pated,” Mr. Wood declared. “Some 
believe this is due to the fact that cer- 
tain commercial organizations are 
connected with it. I very much doubt 
whether that is the primary cause. I 
am more inclined to believe it may 
have something to do with ifs person- 
nel, 

“Y made up my mind about three 
yeurs ago that the council could not. 
be of sufficient benefit to the, moye- 
ment to warrant my attendance at 
its meetings,” Mr. Wood added. 

The veteran leader warned the dele- 
gates it would he hetter to leave 
things untouched rather than to pre- 
cipitate the movement into greater 
confusion.

Duke O£ Richmond Dies At Home In 
ngland 

London.---Charles Henry Gordon- 
Lennox, Duke of Richmond and Gor- 
don, and aide-de-camp to King 
George, died at his home, Godwood 
House, Chichester, after a bricf ill- 
ness. He was 82 years old. 

The Duke of Richmond and Gor- 
don served as nide-de-camp to Queen 
Victoria, King Edward and King 
George. HIe was a former member of 
parliament and was a colonel in the 
Sussex regiment. He was Lord Licu- 
tenant of Elgin and Banff, and had 
been chancellor of Aberdeen Univer- 
sity since 1917. 

He served in the South African 
War and was mentioned in despatch- 
es.

World Shortage Of Leather 


Higher Prices To Encourage Cattle 
Industry Said To Be Only —- 
Remedy 

Montreal.—“A. world. shortage of 
hides and leather, which is approach- 
ing almost famine conditions in some 
countries, has created 2 trying and 
difficult situation for the boot and 
shoe industry,” declared S. Roy Wea- 
ver, manager of the ;phoe Manufac- 
turers’ Association of Canada, ad- 
dressing 2 meeting here. 

Mr. Weaver explained that world 
factors, entirely beyond the control 
of any country or any industry, have 
been responsible for the runaway hide 
and leather markets of recent months. 

The speaker added that an increase 
of 15 per cent. or more in the prices 
of boots and shoes was necessary in 
order barely to cover the cost result- 
ing from the big advance. 

“There is no remedy for the present 
world shortage of cattle and hides cx- 
cept a period of higher prices, which 


iwill encourage the cattle industry in 


inereased production,” he added.

A Bright Outlook 
For Dairying 


Market For Dairy Products Develop- 
ing In United States 

While the Old Country hgs been 
looked upon es the principal market 
for export dairy preducts, the ex- 
perience of the past few years would 
indicate that it is shifting in the di- 
rection of the United States. During 
the past fiscal year, which ended with 
March, 1927, the Unitea States took 
practically one-third cf our total ex- 
ports of dairy products including 
cheese, milk, and cream. This is an in- 
crease of about 22 per cent, since 
1919. Addressing the Western On- 
tario Dairymen’s Association at their 
annual meeting held in London re- 
cently. Dr. J. A. Ruddick, Dairy and 
Cold Storage Commissioner, ‘pointed 
out that the proportion will be consid- 
erably larger during the p-csent fis- 
cal year. The increas: is °-articular- 
ly noticed in regard to cvcam, which 
is crossing the American boundary 
not only from Quebec and Ontario 
furms, but also from the province of 
Manitoba. Concluding his address. 
Dr. Ruddick said: “It looks to me as 
though Canadian producers are very 
favorably situated with the great 
world’s market within casy reach in 
the United Kingdom, and with the 
largest consuming country in the 
world next door, a country which is 
rapidly increasing its imports and 
which must pay a premium on the 
world's price in order to fill its re- 
quiremenis. I do not know of any oth- 
er important dairying country occu- 
pying such an enviable position.” 


Aibexta’s Biz Wheat Crop 


Olaim Is Made That Alberta Produced 
More Wheat Last Year 
Than Saskatchewan 

It is contended that Alberta has 
now, for the first time in history 
raised a larger wheat crop than Sas- 
katehewan, The latest estimate of the 
North-west Grain Dealers’ <Associa- 
tien, as furnished by the Sanford 
Evans Statistical Service at Winni- 


pes. shows that in 1927 Alberta had 


7,275,000 acres of wheat, which, at the 
rveruge yield of 27.4 bushels, gives a 


_ total of 199,346,000 bushels. Saskatch- 


ewan, with 10,998,600 acres, at an 
average yield of 17 bushels per acre, 
raised 186,976,000 bushels. According 
to this estimate Alberta’s wheat crop 
is 12,400,000 bushels greater than 
Saskatchewan's. 


Egg Production Increases 


Canadian People Exting 25 Per Cent. 
More Eggs Than Formerly 

The hen population of Canada is in 
a decidedly healthy condition, accord- 
ing to official reports laid hefore the 
sixteenth annual convention of the 
Canadian Produce Association, at 
Montreal. 

Egg preduction in Canada has 
grown by leaps and bounds in recent 
years, it was announced by the presi- 
dent, H. B. Clemes, Toronto. This in- 
crease meant increased flocits of new 
chicks. Canadian people, moreover, 
were eating 25 per cent. more eggs 
than they were five or six years ago. 
The only problem, the president said, 
appeared to be that of exports. 


Saskatchewan Coal 


Expect That Production Will Reach 
300,000 Tons This Wear 
Saskatchewan's output of coal will 
this year probably exceed 300,000 
short tons, according to the latest re- 
port of the Federal Department of 
Trade and Commerce. During the first 
nine months of 1927, the cutput of 
coal in this province reached 256,951 
tons, or about two per cent. of the to- 
tal output of the Dominion. Saskatch- 
ewan has between 400 and 500 men 
employed in the coal mines. During 
September there were 112 surface 
workers and 323 underground men, 


Alfalfa Growils 0a Raise bands 


Forage Crop To Suplement Native! 
Vegetaticn 
At the present time many ranchers 


on the range lands of southwestern | 
Saskatchewan and southern Ze 


are faced with the eltcrnative ef eith- 
cr disposing of @ portion of their live 
stock ‘or growing some forage crop 
to supplement the native vegetation. 
In most cases the latter course hus 
beon adopted with the result that the 
production of forage crops has now 
become 2 definite problem 
ranching areas. To aid in the solu-; 
tion of this problem the Dominion De- 
partment of Agriculture has publish- 
ed a circular on the ‘Production of 
Alfalfa On Range Lands Of Saskatch- 
ewan and Alberta.” It is pointed cut 
in the circular that while the greater | 
part of the range lands are too dry for, 
the successful cultivation of many , 
forage plants, most ranches have at; 
least a small area which is more fav- 
orably located with regard to mois-; 
ture than the rest of the land. Some- 
times these areas permit of irrigation 
from a nearby stream, In some places 
the watertable is near enough to the 
surface for deep-rooted plants such as 
alfalfa to take advantage of the sub- 
irrigation offered. On any of these 
areas alfalfa-can usually be grown to 
advantage. The circular, which may 
be obtained from the Publications 
Branch of the Department of Agricul- 
ture, at Ottawa, gives concise infor- 
mation on the growing of this valu- 
able forage plant.

Rural Districts Would Feel It More! 


| MAY BECOME BIG INDUSTRY Runs Into Millions 


Development - OF Reindeer In 
Alaska Would Bring Canada 


Large Revenue 

Acroplanes are now being used to 
herd vast numbers of reindeer in the 
big Arctic stock farms, according to 
| Ralph Lomen, pioneer of the reindeer 
industry in Alaska, 

“It’s a new idea and it’s not rectig 
practiced regularly, but herding’ by 
| ger ‘oplanes seems feasible,” said Mr. 
Lomen. “Our head herdsman went 
out recently and in two hours accom- 
plished as much as would otherwise 
have required a ‘week's work of seven 
men.” 

There is room for 12,000,000 rein- 
deer in the: Northern tundra of Can- 
ada, in the opinion of Mr. Lomen, 
twho added that such a vast herd 
would be worth $50,000,000. “It could 
be done in fifty years,” he said. “If 
Canada started now in a very mod- 
est way.” 

“Up in Alaska we have room for 
about 4,000,006 head and we hope to 
have that number within ten years,” 
said Mr. Lomen. “That will mean an 
annual revenue for our company of 
close to $20,000,000." 

“Development of the reindeer on a 
big scale in Canada would be a tre- 
mendous thing for the Dominion," he 
said. “Besides utilizing waste land it 
would provide employment for the 
nomadic Eskimo tribes and give the 
country a steady revenue from a vast 
territory that at present contributes 
little to the nation’s prosperity. 

“Canada is also fortunately located 
to export the meat to various parts of 
the Kimpire. There would be no com- 
petition in this vast market, as the 
dlaskan producers sell their entire 
product in the United States. Rein- 
deer meat is not sold in competition 
with beef, mutton. and other standard 
meats, but as a supplement to the 
diet. It has been introduced into Eng- 
land from Norway, but not in large 
quantities,” 

“Reindeer,” continued Mr. Lomen, 
“are the world’s oldest domestic ani- 
mal and are believed to have come 
from central China. They were in- 
troduced into Alaska to provide food 
‘and clothing for the Eskimo, and they 
have been an important factor in im- 
proving his morale. Today many KEs- 
kimos earn 2 good living as herdsmen, 
or operate small herds of their own.”

women's pleasure at receiving the 
bride into the tribe.

The picturesque features of the old- 
time ceremony have been banished al- 
most entirely. In place of the potlach 
fires and feasting there was a six- 
piece orchestra led by the village 
schoolmaster and a six-tler wedding 
cake.

Experts Have Figured Up Yearly 
Waste In England 

Experts have been busy showing us 
how much money we waste in a year, 
says an English writer. Starting with 
cigarettes, they tell us that out of a 
population of over forty millions, at 
least ten million men and women 
smoke on a naverage ten cigarettes a 
day, and waste not less than one- 
fifth of cach cigarette, Thus an equiv- 
alent of twenty million cigarettes is 
wasted daily. At a cost of one shilling 
for twenty, the yearly waste is near- 
ly £18,000,000. 

The habit of putting salt on ‘the 
side of the plate instead of sprinkling 
it on food means that one spoonful in 
two is wasted. As practically all the 
inhabitants of the British Isles use 
table salt there is a yearly loss of 50,- 
000 tons, worth £3,000,000. 

Waste in matches is amazing. Quite 
three-quarters of the wood used in the 
manufacture remains unburnt. As- 
suming that no more than ten mil- 
lion people each use two boxes a 
week, approximately 1,000 tons are 
scrapped every year. If the wood were 
collected, it might prove invaluable 
in the manufacture of useful products 
such as oxalic acid and paper pulp.

Genius At Making Violins 


Has Gone To Europe In Search Of 
Fine Woods 

Nicholas Vasich, a young violin 
maker, who was “discovered” a year 
ago in Sealtle, Wash. by Mischa 
Elman, has sailed-for France to he- 
gin a six months’ search among old 
cathedrals and churches of France 
and Germany for the finest violin 
woods money can buy. When he re- 
turns Vasich will convert this ma- 
terial into a quartette, consisting o7 
two violins, a viola and a cello, for El- 
man. 

Vasich said here that he expects 
to find most of the wood he wants in 
old organs. Wood for the violing is 
already at hand, and he has tentative- 
ly located several pieces suitable for 
the other instruments in an organ 
installed in the church of a French 
municipality more than 300 years ago. 
. The violin maker is 36 years old. 
Ye was born in Bosnia-Herzegovina, 
of Serbian stock, and he began mak- 
ing violins at the age of 16. Two 
years later he left his native country 
for Vienna. Then he drifted to Switz- 
erland, to Schonbach, in Czecho-Slo- 
vakia, ‘and finally to Germany, ,where 


{he made violins in Hamburg and Ber- 


lin, 

At the start of the war in 1914 he 
was in Berlin and fled to Russia. Fin- 
ully he got to Shanghai and then to 
Seattle in 1920. He immediately set 
up a shop in Seattle, but found its 
people wero lttle interested in his in- 
struments. It was. not until Mischa 
Vlman, late in 1926, tested one of his 
instruments and called him a genlus 
that he became known in this country.

The following letter has been 
received from Mr, H. T. Lense- 
graf, who is spending the winter 
in California : 

January 17, 1928 
Editor Chinook Advance: 

We received a copy of your 
paper today,.for which we thank 
you, and we wish you to continue 
sending the paper regularly to us 
while we are in California. We 
like to get the home news, We 
are enjoying the change in clim- 
ate, having seen evidence of frost 
only one mornihg since we came 
here, although we ave in the nor- 
thern and most productive part of 
the state, Oranges and lemons 
hanging on the trees are in evid- 
ence, Many of them are not 
picked and are allowed to fall to 
the ground each year. Over 1,000 
carloads of oranges are marketed 
in this part of the state before an 
orange is picked around Los An- 
geles. Canning peaches, yielding 
as much as 20 tons per acre, ar 
frown in abundance, also raisin 
grapes, prunes, beans, rice, pears, 
olives, walnuts, almonds, ete, The 
many miles of paved roads permit 
us to see and enjoy the variety ol 
country scenery and climate for 
which California is noted. 

We are spending the winter in 
the eld ypold-mining area, The 
deepest gold mines in the world 
are in operation near here, Dred- 
gers costing half a million dollars 

each are taking out $10,000,000 
worth of gold per annum within 
fifteen miles uf this town. Small 
grain (oats, barley and winter 
wheat) is raised here, but the yield 
is light and the grade very much 
poorer than grain produced in Al- 
berta. Hitherto all grain has 
been handled in sacks, but the 
farmers are changing to the less 
laborious- and more economical 
method of handling grain in bulk, 
as has been done in Alberta tor 
2o years. Large flocks of sheep 
a are wintered in the valleys and 
pastured in the mountains during 
the summer months,
